The 5 KNOJ Division maintaing a non-commissioned officer training school 

at Pancevo, which is known as the "Podoficirski, Kurs 5 Divizie ~ KNOJ ~ A", 
Students are drawn from various units of 5 KNOJ Division, and after a six months 
course are returned to their original units as fully trained non-commissioned 
officers, All instructors are members of the same Division who are 

riven a preliminary one year course at the Military Academy Belgrade. 


The school is housed in a villa at Pancevo, which until 1945, was used 
as a Soviet Military Hospital. The building stands in walled off 
grounds of about 500 square metors, just off Ulica Marshal Malinoveki, 
about 1/2 km., east of the center of the town. ; 


ach course is attended by between 150 and 160 students, who are divided 
into three platoons on arrival at the school, At the end of the first 

two or three months it-is customary to promote about sixty of the more 
pronising students to the rank of liledji Vodnik. At the end of the course 
the romainder are promoted to this rank, and it is of interest to note _ 
that however poor a student proves to bo, he is never failed. Special 
attention, however, is given to sky student who fails an examination, in 


order to bring hir up to the required standard.
